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FCC NABS CROSS BANDER -- 

HAM FACES PRISON AND BIG FINES 

A six month FCC investigation into police 
channel cross-banding in the Bay Area resulted 
in the apprehension of a South Bay ham on July 
12. 

The ham, an advance class volunteer examiner 
(VE) who also holds a general radio class 
license, will be charged with two criminal 
counts of violation of Title 47 of U.S. Codes 
301 and 333. Each count, if he is found guilty, 
could result in a fine of $100,000 and 1 year in 
federal prison. 

Administratively, the FCC is moving to revoke 
his station licenses and will move to suspend 
operating licenses. Additionally the FCC has 
issued a Notice of Apparent Liability, which 
brings a $10,000 fine and forfeiture of 
equipment. 

The matter goes before the entire FCC. At 
press time the name and call of the ham were 
not available because the U.S. Attorney had not 
yet issued a formal complaint.

An FCC spokesman in Hayward said the 
Capture was made by FCC agents as the ham 
was driving north on Hwy 101 toward San 
Francisco. His normal operation was at a 
fixed base. 

"Our work was helped immensely by the 
ham community," the FCC spokesman said. 
He added, "When we made the inspection and 
confronted the suspect he was very contrite 
and cooperative. 

"The suspect had cross-linked up to 18 law 
enforcement agencies in a manner such that, 
for instance, a San Francisco police dispatcher 
was talking to Oakland police cars and visa 
versa, the FCC spokesman said. 

The FCC said the equipment in use by the 
Suspect was an illegally modified Kenwood 
5-watt dual bander and a roof-top antenna. The 
radio was confiscated.

The Y2 - Y9 calls for former East Germany 
are being changed to DL over the next two 
months.
